The public will not believe all the atorlca about 
the wonderful thing* President-elect Roosevelt and 
Democratic statesmen plan to do to make thing! 
comfortable for each other, but it la willing to cross 
Its fingers and hope for continuance of at least a 
taw months of complete harmony. 
Its hope may 
take form la fact. 
Aa incoming president of a different party has the 
greatest opportunity that can be bestowed under 
representative democracy to work in apparent bar 
mony with his congress. 
The lifeblood of political 
parties la patronage; in the first few months of any 
administration the president is the heart which 
pampa that blood to the parts where It will do the 
M at good. 
While Mr. Roosevelt bolds that advaatage— while 
any president-elect holds It—he caa exercise almost 
dictatorial power over members of his party in con­ 
gress. 
They are intermediate points la the assign 
Bent of tho patronage nourishment. 
Their reelec­ 
tion may depend on their ability to please tbs crowd 
back borne. 
There is no mystery about the har­ 
mony that graces the first months of an admin 
titration. Congressmen must please the head of the 
party if they are to be pleased. 
The president-elect bes indicated an intention to 
make the most of this disappearing power that he 
ho Ida. 
By calling congressional leaders to confer 
with him this week, he shows a disposition to take 
charge of the legislative program in the last session 
of the old congress. As lf by magic, the farm logia 
latIon which has hts approval took on new life in 
committee a few day* aga 
There to no question 
but that Franklin D. Roosevelt Intends to make the 
most of the source of power which will ie his con­ 
trol and in his favor while it laata. 


Nations, the United States leads the retreat, with a 
reduction of 67.5 per cent for the first half of 1832, [ 
compared with the first half of 1831.

est brain of anybody he ever knew, which to a broad 
statement for a man with a wide acquaintance among 
the great men of the time*. 
But if he exaggerated 
slightly, shs repaid the compliment by believing 
In bis destiny aa the greatest leader of his times 
They had s splendid friendship—this grandmother 
who found time to att down and talk with a grand 
father who loet a presidential election in IIM anti 
gained s place of leadership he probsbly couldn't 
have roached otherwise. 
There to something is It s 
little finer then American tan ta to accustomed to in 
the political dish. 


To Keep Out Barbarians 
More hundreds of years ago than it is necessary 
to remember, generations of Chinese worked under 
the lash to erect what to said to be the only object 
on earth that woald be visible from Mars—the great 
wall of China. 
Ita purpose was to keep out barbar- 
tons from the north. 
For agee the wall has served Its purpose, after a 
fashion. Not always successful, it has represented a 
handicap, to invaders, nevertheless. 
Fortunately, 
perhaps, strong men are not stopped by walls, 
lf 
they could be penned in so esstly, humanity might 
suffer from the supremacy of the weak. 
The Japanese, strong men of the orient today, will 
not be stopped by a wall, in their plans for getting 
control of aa much of weakened China as they can 
use to advantage, the great wall represents only an­ 
other fortification whose destruction would take a 
certain amount of time and trouble. 
At Shanhaikwan, located near the eastern extrem­ 
ity s t the great wall on the Gulf of Chihli, which to 
the inland arm of the Yellow sea, the Japanese didnt 
have to break down the wall. For the first time in 
tboir conquest of Chinese territory, they passed the 
mighty fortification. They used a gate; they were 
prepared for worse. 
The world to not sure what their plans may be. 
although they obviously are the same kind that re 
suited, a year ago, in the conquest of Manchuria 
Shanhaikwan, on the seacoast and the railroad, is 
a gateway to north China. 
The territory adjacent 
to it represents the final portion of a vast bouquet 
handed to Japan by the same tats that caused China 
to crumble and lose control of its land and people. 
Korea represents the stems in that bouquet; Man 
churls represents the blooms, and Shanhaikwan, 
loath of the great wall built to keep out the barbar 
Iona, represents an essential part or the greenery 
The ‘’barbarians,” efficient fellows who will do the 
\ Chinese more good than harm, seised the stems 
first. They then made anre of the blossoms. 
They 
have time now tor the rest.

Heaven Save the Taxmakers. 
Taxmaking to one of government’s thankless jobs 
Few men undertake It for the pure love of doing IL 
which may be one reason why it to done so badly 
Glancing at what lies just ahead and considering 
the manner in which a severe trial to being approach 
ed, most Amerlcns will be moved to ask heaven to 
help the taxmakers. Earthly power cannot reach 
them. 
It la one of the certainties of current politics 
that taxes will continue to draw from Income an In 
creasing proportion. It is the duty of the taxmakers 
to do this as tactfully and efficiently as possible, 
realizing that no matter what they do they are sure 
to offend someone. Unless they can shut their ears 
to clamor and fight their way with a minimum of 
lost effort to a* productive obective. they will haw 
failed once more. as they failed In the last session of 
congress. 
There could be nothing more natural under the 
circumstances than thoughtful consideration of a 
manufacturers’ sales tax, which has been publicly 
supported by most of the leaders holding key posi­ 
tions in the government But the fact that sales 
trillion naturally appears aa the quickest and least 
painful solution to a taxation mesa of major pro 
portions doss sot diminish in the least the strength 
t * those who oppose It. They are defending, In most 
casts, a principle. Their opponents, the sales taxers. 
are fighting aggressively for a policy—a practical 
thing concerning not a set of theories bul a set of 
conditions. 
is the taxation situation at present two facts are 
outstanding. There must be more revenue lf the 
budget to to be balanced, and present sources can 
not be depended upon to produce it. For this rex 
son alone beer has been made the issue of the hour 
It to capable of producing great revenue. 
By legal 
Istng It two birds could be killed with one throw. 
Per ha pe it to only what must be expected when con­ 
gressmen plan deliberately to hit It so hard wltb 
taxes that they would spoil it for their use. They 
are desperate. 
Is beer they have seen a solution to more of their 
worries than it possibly could bear, even lf all po­ 
tential consumers of legal beer had money to spend 
on it. How some of them must wish it were possi­ 
ble to show those among their fellow clttsenx who 
demand beer and protection against a sales tax In 
the same*breath that a beer tax represents the great 
est step that could be taken toward a sales tax, with­ 
out saying so in as many words. Opponents of salsa 
taxation have fought It on the ground that it traits 
fers the burden of taxation from the wealth of the na 
tlon to the masses of the people, which to exactly 
why the beer tax hat so many friends. 
It to not strictly because It transfer! the burden, 
but because it promisee to provide a means of help 
tag to curry the burden. Along with a tong list of 
nuisance taxes, each representing an approach to 
the ideal of a universal tax which wculd not dis 
criminate between equally worthy industries and 
individuals, It represents a means of collecting rev 
enue after the gilded theory of making wealth pay 
the major proportion of governmental cost baa been j 
exploded In the process of deflation. 
Taxmakers all should 
be practical 
people, with 
their feet on the ground. Unfortunately, there has 
become mixed up with the crowd a number of gen­ 
tlemen more interestd ta utilizing an occasion to 
paralyse aa economic system with which they die 
agree than In facing conditions aud kelping the sys­ 
tem to help the nation get back on its feet. A bitter 
struggle is imminent; the fire to merry and uncom 
fortably out of control, but jo are Ute taxmaking fid 
dlers who must decide what to do about it. And they 
are not so much to blame aa their constituents, who 
haven't the slightest idea. for the moat, part, what 
they want done about it. A generation of congress­ 
men trained to take orders can’t be expected to do 
much when the orders cease or become confused.

In the election of 1840, the un­ 
certain pendulum of Ohio politics 
swung strongly back to the Whig 
side of the political fence,

Thomas Corwin—who broke his leg 
to get more time for study—was 
elected chief executive of the state. 
“Tom Corwin, the wagoner boy,” 


I he was known to his friends, 
and as he later 
became 
known 
throughout the nation, was born In 
Kentucky In 1794. He came to Ohio 
when hie father's family migrated 
to the vicinity of Lebanon. 
Since 
the family was poor, Tom soon was 
set to work, and as he became ex­ 
pert at handling horses, he was em­ 
ployed to drive army wagons dur­ 
ing the war of 1812. 
Hence bis 
nickname. 
Unable to persuade his father to 
allow 
his 
to 
attend school, he 
broke his leg on purpose In order 
to get more time to study. 
His 
father 
then 
relented, somewhat, 
and Tom later studied law, became 
interested in politics, and in 1830 
wa* elected to congress. Prom that 
time on, he was a powerful figure 
in both state and national politics, 
espousing the cause of the Whigs 
and later of the anti-slavery move­ 
ment. 
He was elected governor of Ohio 
in 1840, but 
It 
was as a United 


led the opposition in congress to 
the Mexican war. 
In 1850 he became secretary of 
the treasury and In 1858 was re­ 
turned to congress. 
In 1S61, how 
ever, ha was appointed minister > 
Mexico, and due to his opposition 
to the Mexican war, he proved one 
of the United States* most popular 
ministers to that country, 
Corwin was an unrelenting foe of 
slavery. He died, in 1885, from a 
stroke 
suffered as he greeted a 
throng of statesmen gathered 
to 
honor him.

Fire Chief Edward J. Barrett an­ 
nounced today that Midland's vol­ 
unteer department la now com­ 
pletely equipped to recover bodies 
from rivers and creeks with the 
purchase of an out-board motor­ 
boat by Joseph Michaels of Indus­ 
try, and made available by him to 
the Midland fire fighters.

rods, will be used to illuminate the 
bed of the stream.

DETROIT—In hi* first day at his 
new Job, Sheriff Thomas C. Wil­ 
cox decided to look over the cells 
of the county Jail 
A few minutes later he came out

and three large screwdrivers. 
"These," he said,
